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TELEPHONE INTERVIEW SUMMARY OF FEBRUARY 24, 2006 

Examiner Daniel called the undersigned attorney today in response to an earlier voice 
mail left with Examiner Daniel. The undersigned attorney explained that the Supplement Appeal 
Brief mailed to the Office in October 2005 is believed to fully comply with the requirements of 37 
CFR 41 .37, and in particular with the requirements of 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1 )(5). The undersigned 
attorney's concern is that the Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief improperly required 
Applicant to detail all separately argued dependent claims in the Summary section of the Brief, 
even though such claims are not, and have not been alleged as, means-plus-function claims. 
(This point of concern was detailed in the cover letter sent along with the Supplemental Appeal 
Brief.) 

The undersigned attorney asked Examiner Daniel specifically to consider the above 
concern when evaluating the Supplemental Appeal Brief for compliance. More particularly, the 
undersigned attorney advised Examiner Daniel that a Mr. Dale Shaw of the Board of Patent 
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Appeals and Interferences confirmed the undersigned attorney's understanding of 37 CFR 

41 .37(c)(1 )(5), and the undersigned attorney asked Examiner Daniel to call if he had any 

concerns regarding the Brief's compliance. Examiner Daniel agreed to that request. 
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
